Belmont county highway 
superintendent. waa removed from 
offlt*« effective April 13 In an or­ 
der filed today with the Civil Ser­ 
vice commission bv T, J. Kauer 
itate highway director. 
Removal charge* un-u against Bell 
Include 
misfeasance, 
malfeasance 
and political activity. He filed an 
Immediate appeal against removal, 
Kaner's order charged Bell with 
firing 44 worker* because of politi­ 
cal affiliation* during 1947-48. the 
director said the 44 refused to re­ 
sign, then were laid off and then 
replaced illegally and In violation 
of Civil Service laws. 
Specific charges were that be­ 
tween Oct. 37 and Nov. 3, 1948, Bell 
permitted some of his employe* to 
leave work to campaign for Repub­ 
lican candidates, and that the men 
were paid by the state for such time 
off, with Bell approving the pay-* 
roll, 
Bell, a resident of Barnesvllle, had 
been Belmont county superintendent 
two pears. He was suspended March 
14 for 30 days from the Job which 
pay* $ 338 per month. 
In other orders filed 
with the 
commission, Kauer suspended Geo. 
H. Klrbert, Hamilton county high­ 
way superintendent, for 30 days ef­
